In the Meteor Which Fell Near 







Regarding the leeteor pu robes- 

ed,by I'rof.^l'lrich en acoount of 
which appeared in (he Press last 
week, the Washington Post says:. 
Z-Wemnrkable meteorite, weigh- 
iog 830 pounds, hfts arrived at the 
National museom. The new vis- 
itor from the skies was recently 
found on a farm in Christian coun 
ty, Ky. A member of the geolog- 
ical survey, who was sent to veri- 
fy its genuineness, says the rock 
contains combination, of elements 
that oould never have come into 
existence on the earth. 

In addition to this fsot, while 
the meteorite measured barely a 
foot and a hslf in length or bredtb 
it is so heavy that it took several 
men to carry it. Scientists be- 
lieve it was dropped from the tail 
of a comet, pasaing within the 
earth'a orbit, and they consider it 
a wonderful specimen, because at 
least three-fourths of the falling 
meteorites are consumed in the 
atmosphere before reaohing the 
earth'a surface, or are broken into 
fragments. 

In appearance the rock is very 
rough, being oovered with grsn- 
n lea held together by metallic ce- 
ment. It is mainly made up of 
the native iron, characteristic only 
of ultra- terrestrial objects. It al- 
so contains a subetanoe called lau- 
rencite, which oxidizes so rapidly 
in our atmosphere that it oan not 
be peroeived after a few minutes 
exposure This is considered ho 
additional proof that the big stone 
at/me time belonged to a body in 
the solar system, where etmosphe. 
ric conditions differ from ours. 

This particulsr meteorite is 
called Pallisite, after a similar oue 
found in Siberia in the year 17U0.

Locates Water end Outdoes the 
Old Witch Hazel Wand, 



Klectrioity has put the witch 
ha/el wand and other methods of 
determining the presence of water 
underground out of the bueiiiesu 
Experts have patented a little elec- 
trical devioe which tells surely of 
the proximity of wster. When its 
needle begins to show vibrations 
it can be stated positively there is 
water beneath. 

Officials of the Geological Sur- 
rey have become so impressed 
with the invention that they are 
giving it a thorough test. The 
new wster detector is something 
like the seismograph used for de- 
termining earthquake disturban- 
ces. 

Bv its vibrations ths presence 
of subterranean streams are uot 
only determined, bnt the volume 
and direction of the bow are also 
accurately recorded. 

This instrument will be of great 
value to tba irrigator and fanner, 
as it will enable him to drive his 
wslls where he will find water. 
Frequently immense sums of mon- 
ey are expended in drilling arte 
sian wells, which after being bor- 
ed hundreds of feet are found to be 
dry. 

In tests mads with the nsw slec 
tricsl dsvios steel rods are drivan 
a sii >rt distance into the earth and 
attached to ths niacin ue. Theie 
is an attachment something like 
the telephoue receiver by which 
the vibrations are converted into 
sound wsves. The devioe will not 
work satisfactorily iu regions 
where there are volcauues.

The latter 
provides for the extsnsion of the 
center east front of the capilol a 
distance of 10H feet, this being in 
accordance with the Waller plans 
which were approved by President 
Fillmore in 1069. The coet of the 
extension will be «2,o00,000. The 
official building, whioh will be 
erected just aouth of the capitol, 
will conform to the latter in etyle 
of architecture and will ooet |o - 
100,000. in addition to the coet of 
the site, which is estimated at 
$500,000. When completed, pro- 
baly three years hence, the new 
accommodations will provide an 
office for every member of the 
house, whereas at present only the 
chairmen of committees have offi- 
cea of their own. The rooms are 
to be elaborately furnished in lea- 
ther and will be provided with 
and will be provided with hand- 
some mahogany tables, couches, 
etc.; also hot aud cold water and 
other conveniences. The cost of 
furnishing is not included in the 
above estimate. Between the cap 
itol and the now offioe building, 
which will be about five hundre 1 
foet distant, will be constructed a 
tunnel through which will run 
electric passeuger oara for the 
comfort and convenience of the 
mem bers.
